of an ambulance.

' amount of blood flowing into 

the gutters and assuming that 
in some cases arteries are cut, 
then surely the Police 


Constable's first job should 
be to render some form of 
first aid in an endeavour Ww | 
save life. 

As one sees very little evidence 
of this being done, we are 
faced with the rather up- 
pleasant thought that our 
Police Constables don’t know 
how to do first aid, a state of 
affairs that I cannot really 
believe exists in the Colony. 
Or does it 77777 r 

I expect that this letter will 
bring a storm of protest from 
your readers, but it would be 
nice to have some idea of what 
may happen to me if Iam un- 
fortunate to suffer any form 
of injury during the hazardous 
business of walking in Kow- 
Joon or Hongkong.
